Thus  the  Old  Testament  Scriptures  'were 
true  and  applicable  to  tlie  people  to  wlioiir 
they  were  delivered,  and  yet  they  were  but 
the  fore-prophecy  of  a fuller  dispensation  of 
mercy  and  grace.  It  is  in  tiie  light  of  this 
divine  method  of  proceedure  that  we  arc  to

\ In  the  study  of  Christ’s  teaching  on  the 
subject  of  the  Kingdom  we  find  that  in  one 
set  of  passages  He  speaks  of  the  Kingdom 
us  being  at  band,  while  in  another  set  of 
passages  He  distinctly  teaches  that  the 
Kingdom  is  a far  off  divine  event.  This 
seeming  incongruity  is  conditioned  by  the 
necessary  limitations  of  -rYevelation  made 
to.  a people  whose  attitude  was  a deter  ml  n- 
ing  factor.  When  we  remember  that  the 
promise  of  the  Messiah  was  made  to  the 
Jews  that  Christ  came  to  the  Jews,  and 
that  the  Kingdom  in  the  Old  Testament  and 
Jewish  thought  was  a Messianic  institution, 
we  can  see  how  the  attitude  of.  the  Jews 
would  determine  the  time  of  its,  establish- 
ment. 

One  thing  has  stood  out  prominently 
through  all  the  history  of  the  Kingdom. 
I’hat  fact  has  been  emphasized  in  the  pre- 
eeeding  studies,  namely r That  in  each 
covenant  relation  whieli  God  assumes  with 
man,  the  Kingdom  of  heaven  might  have 
.been  established  in  the  earth  but  for  the 
lailure  of  man  to  meet  his  part  in  the  cov- 
enant agreement.  This  is  true,  as  we  hirve 
already  seen,  in  the  Edenic,  the  Adamic,  the. 
Noahie,  and  the  Ahrahamic  'covenants.  In 
all  these  covenants  man  made  his  dunce, 
and  that  choice  made  the  Kingdom  of  heaven 
in  the  earth  an  impossibility.  We  have 
now  come  to  the  time  when  the  Jews  are  to  - 
act  with  reference  to  the  Messiah.

The  waiter  ac- 
c*'P»i-d  it  'i<th  thanks  At  least  one  other 
man  at  th«Hable  recognized  in  this  the  aet 
of  a broth&K  and  felt  in  his  own  soul  that 
they  were  Rue  in  Christ  Jesus.  These  two 
men  have  wrer  spoken  a word  to  each  other 
—do  not  14ju>w  one  another’s  names  But 
they  havej|f(e  unity  of  the  Spirit.  They 
have  on.'  fife,  one  in  its  source,  its  nature 
and  fsaenrfrt  and  in  some  sense  one  in  its  ex 
pression  U The  Holy  Spirit  has  begotten 
t»  mi  into  Biie  hope  of  their  calling.  They 
have  one  l^>H.  one  God  and  Father. 

There  ntiv  be  and  is  more  than  one 
kind  of  uijpky.  Men  of  the  same  occupa- 
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tion  have  a certain  fellowship  and  freedom 
with  one  another  that  they  do  not  have  with 
other  people.  There  is  a freemasonry 
among-  preachers;  the  same  is  true  among 
doctors,  or  lawyers,  or  farmers,  or  men  of  * 
any  profession  or  business.  '1  hey  will 
gather  in  groups,  and  enjoy  a certain  ease 
inopM^another’s  companionship  that  cannot 
be  shared  with  others. 

There  is  a racial  tie  also,  as  seen  among 
Jews,  that  makes  them  one  in  spite  of  dis- 
tance or  nationality,  or  difference  in 
s pc.-cli.  A jew  is  a Jew  the  world  around. 

This  is  unity,  but  not  flic  unity  of  the 
Spirit!  There  is  also  national  unify  that 
puts  people  under  common  laws  and  admin- 
istration. that  relates  them  under  common 
economic  or  political  interests.  These  are  , 
all  on  the  surface  and  for  a temporary  pur- 
pone.  The  unity  of  the  Spirit  goes  to  the 
center  of  man’s  being  pervades  the  entire 
man,  changes  his  relationship  to  God  and 
thus  makes  him  a fellow  heir  with  all  be- 
lievers and  fellow  mem  her  of  the  body  of 
Christ.  Union  with  Christ  gives  unity  of 
the  Spirit.  lie  that  is  joined  to  the  Lord 
is  one  spirits.  In  the  bodv/fif  Christ  there 
is  “one  Spirit).”  This  gf\.s  a vital  unity 
among  all  beMevcrs.  They  have  a common 
source  of  ILtV,  and  this  life  has  one  essence 
and  character.  It  may  have  a manifold  ex- 
pression /ltd  there  ought  to  be  many  forms 
of  its  ministry,  but  it  cannot  contradict  it- 
self. There  ought  to  be  one  faith  and  one 
baptism.  .The  Spirit  cannot  make  that 
true  for  me  which  is  not  true  for  you.  It 
devolves  on  us  to  keep  the  unity  of  the 
Spirit  ; not  to  violate  this  unity  In  teaching 
contradictory  doctrines,  nor  in  tinbrotherly 
conduct  toward  one  another.  This  unity 
can  only  la-  preserved  by  obedience  to  the 
prompting^  of  the  Spirit,  conformity  to  His 
teaching,  .clearly  discerning  His  mind  and 
letting  him  find  full  expression  in  our  lives. 
Our  attitude  toward  one  another,  that  of 
meekness  nnd  forbearance,  are  essential  to 
keep  the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  the  bond  ot 
peace. 
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direction  to  their  ambitions  and  motive  to 
all  their  couduct. 

He  did  indeed  coide  to  honor  by  being  a 
s ■!  vant.  to  kingship  by  being  a bondslave. 
He  became  obedient  to  death,  even  the  death 
of  the  cross.  “Wherefore  God  highly  exalted 
him  gild  gave  him- a name  above  every  name, 
that  ’at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  should 
bow  and  every  tongue  confess.”  This  is 
God’s  method  of  promotion.  It  is  the  lift 
ing  up  in  sacrifice  that  draws,  draws  all 
men;  the  only  thing  that  will  draw  all  men. 
the  only  thing  that  draws  any  man  perma- 
nently or  long. 

In  the  revelation  of  final  things  in  the  Bi- 
ble, which  is  the  revelation  also  of  the  real- 
nature  and  purpose  of  God,  it  is  the  Lamb 
slain  that  stands  in  the  midst  of  the  throne. 
This  Hie  quality  that  is  supreme,  the  attri- 
bute that  sways  men  and  will  finally  pre- 
vail. 

Jesus  said  He  that  would  he  great  among 
you  let  him  be  your  servant,  and  he  that 
would  be  greatest  let  him  he  the  bondslave 
of  all. , This  is  directly  contrary  to  the  no- 
tions and  practices  of  men  when  the  rulers 
lord  it  over  the  rest,  but  Jesus  proclaimed 
a different  principle  in  the  kiugdom  of 
God.  It  seems  a hard  lesson  for  us  to 
learn.  We  seek  sovereignty  without  ser- 
vice rather  than  supremacy  in  service.  It 
is  a part  of  our  inheritance  of  sin  that  we 
have  set  up  wrong  standards  and  corrupted 
our  way  and  find  it  hard  to  return  to  the 
Lord’s  way.  He  has  again  to  put  the  lit- 
tle child  in  our  midst  with  no  self-seeking 
ambition  and  tell  us  to  become  like  that,  to 
separate  ourselves  at  any  cost  from  what- 
ever hinders  our  being  like  that,  to  honoil 
that  in  others  which  does  not  clamor  to  he 
honored,  to  imitate  Him  who  is  among  us 
as  one  that  serves.  “Let  this  mind  be  in 
you  which  was  in  Christ  Jesus.” 


Tha  Wt^  to  Dominion 

It  was  said  of  Jesus  that  though  He  was 
in  the  form  of  God,  He  thought  it  not  a 
thing  to  seized  to  he  equal  with  God,  but 
He  humbled  Himself  and  became  a man  and 
took  the  place  of  a servant.  This  was  His 
route  to  kingship,  and  His  estimate  of  king- 
ship.  Position  with  Him  was  not  to  be  at- 
tained' by  violent  assertion  of  His  claim 
even  though  that  claim  were  the  highest, 
not  by  forcible  assumption  of  authority 
though  His  authority  was  by  original  divine 
right.  lie  did  not  wish  to  reign  over  men 
if  His  dominion  had  to  be  forced  on  them. 
He  did  not  wish  their  homage  if  this  had 
to  he  extorted  from  them  by  any  sort  of 
compulsion.  He  preferred  to  prove  His 
worth  to  them  by  service  rendered,  to  win 
His  way  to  supremacy  hy  doing  more  for 
them  than  any  other  had  ever  done;  rather 
than  Ilis  influence  over  them  and  the  power 
that  swayed  them  should  consist  in  the  sac- 
rifice of  self  that  changed  the  character  of 
their  thinking,  moulded  their  ideals,  gave

said  that  he  died  every  day.  Self  has 
more  lives  limn  a eat,  not  merely  nine  lives, 
but  a life  for  every  day  that  a man  is  on 
thi*  earth.  You  may  kill  it  today  and  it 
is  back  tomorrow.*  You  may  think  you 
have  it  expelled  root  and  branch  when  you 
have  suppressed  one  form  of  self-assertion 
or  self- interest,  but  you  will  find  jt  with  a 
new  face  at  your  next  turn  in  the  way.  The 
man  who  thinks  he  has  gotten  rid  of  it  by 
one  act  of  self  mortification,  by  one  victory 
over  self,  will  find  that  he  is  confronted 
with  it  in  another  form  when  he  wakes  tli" 
next  day.  Disappointments  in  the  Chris- 
tian life  are  many  of  them  due  to  a misun- 
derstanding right  here  We  are  to  be  daily 
dying  not  simply  in  the  sense  of  a lingering, 
long  drawn  out  and  gradual  reducing  of  sell 
to  a minimum  or  to  a corpse,  but  in  the  re- 
peated sentencing  of  self  to  death  each  day 
as  self-seeking  becomes  manifest  in  each 
day’s  duties  and  temptations.  Ever}’  day’s 
business  will  bring  to  light  some  new  ami 
hitherto  hidden  element  of  self  and  sin 
This  must  be  brought  before  the  Lord  and 
hewn  to  pieces  like  Saul  did  Agag  the  king 
of  the  Amelekites.  Every  watchful  and 
earnest  Christian  will  find  the  occasion  and 
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see  the  necessity  for  this.  “For  we  who  1 
live  are  alway  delivered  unto  death  that  i 
the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  la-  made  mani-  \ 
fest  in  our  mortal  flesh.” 

There  is  such  a thing  as  surrendering  all 
to  God  once  for  all;  but  jt  is  a nominal  po- 
tential or  titular  surrender  and  can  only 
be  made  actual  by  the  daily  execution  of  it. 
as  opportunities  for  testing  its  genuineness 
arise.  An  net  of  consecration  to  he  gen- 
uine. must  be  daily  endorsed  or  repeated. 
There  is  no  other  way  to  lead  a Christian 
life.  Jesus  said  on  one  occasion  that  His 
disciples  must  take  up  the  cross  daily  and 
that  means  to  die  daily.  The  consecration 
that  docs  not  embrace  this  is  well  meant, 
but  is  self-deception. 

There  are  depths  in  our  souls  that  still 
need  to.  be  subdued' and  brought  under  the 
dominion  of  Christ  and  tribute  to  Him.  -We 
need  constantly  to  be  striving  and  watch- 
ing to  bring  every  thought  into  captivity  to 
the  obedience  of  Jesus.  r The  man  who 
thinks  it  is  all  done  by  one  ad  of  the  will 
needs  to  know  more  about  himself,  how  Com- 
plex he  is;  and  more  about  God.  how  ex- 
alted in  holiness  and  .how  wide  and  all  in- 
clusive Ilis  commands.  Equally  the  rtiij/ 
who  does  not  believe  in  the  possibility  of 
attaining  to  complete, conformity  to  God  s 
will  by  one  act  or  in  one  experience,  needs 
♦o  press  on  towards  the  mark,  nnd  daily 
renew  tin'  aet  of  crucifying  sell  tli.it 
he  may  live  unto  God.  If  the  time  that 
has  been  spent  in  controversy  on  this  point 
had  been  spent  in  mortifying  our  members 
which  are  on  earth  nnd  daily  dedicating 
our  whole  being  to  God.  much  more  progress 
would  have  been  made. 

Tr^  th«  Spirit 

Not  every  time  a man  says  he  "feels  im- 
pressed”, or  that  tlfi*  “Lord  has  laid  ft  on 
his  heart”  can  his  stat-rtient  he  accepted  as 
divinely  authoritative.  Too  often  have 
* men  with  exactly  opposite  views  and  opin- 
ions risen  and  said  they  “feel  moved”  to  do 
so,  for  it  to.be  safe  to  accept  their  statement 
without  questioning  or  even  to  be  greatly 
influenced  by  judgment.  Some  people 
with  the  wiidest  sort  of  notions  have  felt 
powerfully  “moved,”  but  it  was  by  the 
wrong  spirit.  In  a good  many  eases  such 
impressions  have  failed  to  find  favor  and  ac- 
ceptance with  other  equally  spiritual  peo- 
ple, and  there  was  evidently  a mistake 
somewhere.  It  is  possible  for  some  one  to 
use  this  method  of  carrying  his  point  by  a 
cheap  borrowing  of  heavenly  phraseology 
A statement  of  this  kind  may  be  tak-  n sc- 
riously.  often  ought  to  be  taken  seriously, 
but  it  cannot  be  accepted  ns  filial 

This  is  not  intended  to  deny  that  the  Lord 
does  deeply  move  His  people  toward  a cer- 
tain purpose  or  that  He' makes  definite  im- 
pressions  on  their  minds  that  a i ' rtain 
course  is  right  but  to.  caution  against  » 
man’s  deceiving  himself  that  every  impps 
sion  on  his  mind  is  directly  from  the  Lord 
It  may  be  soin<*  hidden  selfish  desire  that 
l as  crept  out  and  found  expression  in  a very 
pious  s.  Ctence.  let  us  trust  in  the  Lord, 
t„  he  sure,  but  we  can  have  no  confidence 
in  the  flesh.  It  will  rise  to  assert  itself  in 
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lh«*  moat- unexpected  plac  s and  time*  ami 
mai  l ers  “I’-lievenot  every  spirit,  but  try 
the  spirits  whether  they  are  of  God  ” -

with  twenty-four  missionary  pastors.  There 
are  two1  mission  schools  for  children  be- 
sides the  college  in  Havana.  In  Panama 
there  are  five  missionaries  and  eleven 
churches  and  preaching  places. 

For  the  negroes  the  board  has  on  the  field 
aliout  thirty-five  negro  evangelists  and  is 
helping  to  maintain  theological  instruction 
in  a few  schools.  In  addition  a negro 
evangelist  has  been  added  to  the  evangelist 
staff. 

In  the*  evangelistic  department  twenty- 
one  trained  experts  are. carrying  the  Word 
of  Life  to  hundreds  of  lost  souls:  Many  city 
campaigns  this  year  are  reaching  all  classes 
in  a number  of  difficult  cities,  from  the  most 
prominent  people  to  the  most  unknown,  and 
from  all  social  strata. 

The  service  of  the  publicity  department 
is  enlarged  beyond  previous  records,  and  in- 
cludes a valuable  new  book,  “The  Home 
Mission  Task,"  for  classes  and  general 
readers,  and  several  beautiful  home  mission 
stereoptieon  leetures.  The  Homo  Field  is  of 
the  best  ns  a mission  monthly,  but  the  hoard 
has  found.no  means  adequate  to  extend  its 
circulation  except  that  of  faithful  workers 
in  mission  societies  and  churches.  The  de- 
sirability of  a capable  literature  secretary  in 
societies  and  churches  is  urged. 

Turning  to  the  needs:  They  were  never 
Imfore  so  great.  Missions  in  America  will 
never  in  our  time  he  a finished  task.  Our 
very  successes  bring  new  needs  and  obliga- 
tions. A community  supplied  with  the  gos- 
pel and  elevated  in  moral  tone  and  life  at- 
tracts hundreds  and  sometimes  thousands  of 
newcomers  and  these  present  new’  needs  and 
require  adjustment  and  enlargement  in  our 
missionary  methods 

We  cannot  too  much  dwell  upon  the 
gravity  of  the  situation  confronted  by 
evangelical  religion  in  the  weary,  unceasing 
tramp  of  the  immigrants  from  the  vessels  to 
onr  shores.  Pilgrims  of  hope,  willing  to 
work;  desiring  better  pay  and  better  living, 
they  know  nothing  of  our  traditions  and 
generally  their  religion  is  foreign  to  onr 
fnith.  They  are  at  once  the  menace  and  the 
opportunity  of  American  Christianity  and 
institutions. 

With  our  faith  and  our  republic’s  ideals, 
they  will  strengthen  the  great  country 
where  at  last  in  the  plans  of  God  democracy 
has  a chance  to  show  the  world  what  it  can 
do.  Without  these,  they  are  to  us  a menace 
and  a threat  that  some  day  may  become  our 
nightmare  and  our  national  undoing  . 

Make  no  mistake;  neither  at  the  North  or 
in  the  South,  in  the  East  or  the  West,  has 
evangelical  Christianity  yet  measurably  de- 
monstrated its  strength  to  make  the  immi- 
grant spell  opportunity  instead  of  menace.

Our 
marvelous  industrial  growth  is  a blfessing 
hut  it  is  a blessing  for  strong  men  and 
women  in  Christ,  not  to  worldlings  and 
babes  in  Chris*,  who  need  ever  the  milk  of 
the  word,  when  the  strain  and  tug  of 
worldly  gain  and  pleasure  calls  for  a spirit-  , 
ual  appetite  that  can  digest  strong  meat  and 
can  go  forth  in  the  strength  thereof  to  con- 
quer, instead  of  weakly  succumbing  in  the 
battle  with  the  subtle  forces  of  worldliness 
that  seek  to  defeat  the  Christian  warrior  by 
singing  to  him  siren  songs  of  ease  and  false 
security.

Meeting  of  the  State  Mission  Board. 

The  Slate  Mission  Hoard  met  in  the  mis- 
sion rooms  of  the  First  Haptist  church  at 
Jackson,  and  organized  hy  electing  Dr.  P. 

I.  Lipsey,  president,  and  Prof.  A.  J.  Aven, 
recording  secretary.  All  the  27  members 
were  present  except  five.  The  spirit  of  the 
brethren  w as -exceedingly  hnrmopious.  not- 
withstanding oftentimes  there  were  diver- 
gent opinions  on  impending,  propositions. 
After  praying  and  balloting  for  some  two 
hours.  Dr.  A.  V.  Rowe  was  chosen  missionary 
secretary.  After  which  his  election  was 
made  unanimous  by  a standing  vote. 

The  hoard  launched  out  on  some  new 
lines,  .which  it  was  believed  would  be  of 
great  value  in  the  general  work: 

First,  arrangement  was  made  to  put  an 
additional  Sunday  school  secretary  in  the 
field  Rrother  N.  R.  Drummond  of  Colum- 
bia was  the  man  selected  for  this  place.  He 
l as  not  yet  signified  his  acceptance. 

Another  important  step  was  taken  in  the 
election  of  W . R.  Cooper  as  Delta  mission- 
ary. Provision  was  made  for  a laymen’s 
field  secretary,  provided  a suitable  man  can 
be  secured.  The-  finding  of  such  man  was 
referred  to  the  executive  committee  and  Dr 
Rowe. 

Another  very  important  work  was  inau- 
gurated. that  of  putting  in  the  field  a field 
secretary  for  the  W.  M.  U.  Miss  Margaret 
McRae  Lackey  was  chosen  for  this  work 
In  addition  to  Miss  Lackey’s  position,  Mrs. 
Rhoda  Enochs  was  chosen  office  secretary.
